‘true worshippers shall wor- 


ship the Father in spirit and 
truth,” then the meetings for 


“worship should be more spir- 


itual, and the members 
should attend regularly. Jesus 
further says, “For the Father 
seeketh such to worshp Him. 
God is a Spirit: and they that 
worship him must worship 
him in spirit and in truth.” 

The meetings for worship 
must be spiritual to accom- 
plish God’s will. And this 
does not mean intellectual, 
or mental, it is a step beyond 
the intellect. The intellect 
is necessary and has its part 
in it, but in order to worship 
God acceptably we must get 
over into the spiritual. Not 
the natural only, but over 
into the supernatural. 


It isnota difficult matter 
to fall short of the spiritual 
and drop back into the intel- 
This very thing has 
been the downfall of many 
honest and_ sincree souls. 
~Many have never known 
any worship beyond the in- 
They love enter- 
tertainment, and feast their 
minds on eloquence and 
rhetorical phraseology. We 
do not object to such as this, 
but this alone 1s not the true 
worship of God. 

Many congregations, no 
doubt, have been killed spir- 
itually, by the use of the in- 
tellect in the absence of the 





spend their “able ministers of the New 


Testament,” but for fear 
some would misunderstand 
him he added, not of the let- 
ter but of the spirit.” 


Paul knew how to divide 
the Word; he knew how to 
preach intellectual sermons, 
but he knew better than to 
rely on his intellect alone, 
for he knew this would have 
atendency to lull to sleep 
instead of give spiritual life. 
He wanted people to be full 
of spiritual life, and be able 
to worship the Lord in spirit 
and in truth. 

In his first letter to the 
Corinthians he says his 
“preaching was not with en- 
ticing words of man’s wis- 
dom.” .He did not make 
a display of his intellectual 
power when he declared 
unto them the testimony of 
God, because he did not 
want the people to get their 
faith in eloquence and logic. 
He wanted them to get their 
faith in the power of God. 
Therefore, he was careful to 
do his preaching ‘‘in demon- 
stration of the Spirit and of 
power.” 


Itis possible then for the 
preacher to be so carried 
away in the Spirit that he 
will take his congregation 
beyond the intellectual over 
into the spiritual. This 
should be the object of every 
preacher. No one can do 
better than to follow after 
Paul on this line. And _ the 
preacher that follows Paul’s 
example will have a spiritual 
congregation. If he depends 
on his intellect alone, and 
expects ‘o win by logic and 
a proper or nice use of words 
he wi'l soon be ready for a 
funeral sermon, for his con- 
grégation will soon be dead 
spiritually. 

The preaching should be 
a part of the worship, but if 
it is all intellect and no Spirit 
it will not be a worship that 
satisfies God, for He seeks 
those to worship Him that 
worship Him in spirit and in 
truth. Paul further says, 


‘ 


“We * * * worship [od in 
the spirit, and rejoice in 
Christ Jesus, and have no 
confidence in the _ flesh.” 
Phil. 3:3. 

Again I wish to say tha’ 
our meetings for worship 
should be more spiritual. | do 
not say that they are not 
spiritual, but I insist that th -y 
should be more spiritual. The 
spiiituality that now exists 
should be intensified. There 
should be such a state of 
spirituality that every one 
present will feel it. Thateven 
those who make no _ profes- 
sion of religion will be « ffect- 
ed or drawn toward the 
blessed Christ to obtain sal- 
vation.
